Alberta—Crops in practically all 
districts benefitted from showers dur- 
ing the week with the result that con- 
ditions are much better. Nearly ey- 
erywhere, growing conditions in this 
province has been satisfactory. Tak- 
ing all the province east of the line 
drawn through Lougheed, Taber, La- 
combe, Bassano and Suffield subdiv- 
isions, crops as a whole are light. 
Many districts will prove absolute 
failures and farmers are already plow- 
ing under, With fairly liberal preci- 
pitation of last week, however, some 
late crops in this area may develop 
to be worth harvesting. In the bal- 
ance of the province yields at present 
promises to be fairly good and ulti- 
mate results will largely depend on 
weather from now on. Harvesting is 
expected to commence in Alberta be- 
tween the fifteenth and twentieth of 
the month. 

A big improvement in crop condi- 
tions is reported from all points on 
the E.D, and B.C. line as an outcome 
of general rainfalls during the past 
two weeks. While grain is short in 
some districts, heads are filling out 
well and promise to yield satisfactor- 
ily. 

British Columbia—Warm and dry 
weather has prevailed during the last 
seven days and many districts are 
now fecling the necessity for further 
rainfall, Soft fruits and early apples 
are moving in fairly large quantities 
through the packing houses and are 
a week or ten days ahead of last year, 
the report shows. Loganberries and 
strawberries are also being shipped 
and are a plentiful crop. The apple 
crop, however, will be lighter than 
last year, the very heavy crop of 1923 
combined with frosts in the early 
spring of this year tends to make this 
season’s yield a light one,

start, and so much now depends” on 
weather conditions at the close of the 
growing season that no close estimate 
can yet be made as to the final out- 
come of the year. The cash price of 
$1.42% per bushel for No. 1 Northern 
wheat, which was reached in Winni- 
peg on July 28rd, represents an in- 
crease of practically 50 per cent over 
1913 prices, bringing wheat almost in- 
to line with commodities in general, 
although the price disparity between 
it and manufactured goods has not 
yet been entirely overcome. Ag spce- 


enue is thus higher than in 1923 and 
the improved buying power which re- 
sulted soon reflected itself on the 
trade in local communities. The mar- 
gin of profit upon which buying power 
is based should be greater when it 
is considered that the cost of produc: 
tion, which in some cases left little 
margin last year, will not be greater 
but in many cases should show a re- 
duction. Furthermore a larger pro-

Among the oldest of the congrega- 
tions of the Wetaskiwin district is 
St. John’s Lutheran, Pleasant Prairie.

Buying Gov't, Savings Certificates 

A greater demand than ever before 
for Alberta government sayings cer- 
tficates has developed this year, which 
is evidence that there is considerable 
surplus money in the province. So 
great have been the purchases of the 
certificates .by the investing public 
that it is likely no more debenture is- 
sues will be required the present year 
to finance the government's affairs. 
The small denominations of the cer- 
fificates are popular, and there are 
many purchasers of these. As an in- 
dication of improved financial condi- 
tions in the province also some of the 
larger purchasers include Alberta 
school districts and municipalities. 


Chief Justice Passes Away 
Chief Justice Scott of Alberta, died 
at his summer home last week at the 
age of 78. He was one of the oldest 
residents of the Northwest, having 

been on the bench for 30 years. 


Alberta Butter in Britain 

Shipments of Alberta creamery but- 
ter continue to be forwarded direct 
from Alberta producers to the British 
market, This movement assumed fair 
proportions last year, and the market- 
ing of the butter direct by the Al- 
}berta manufacturers proved very sat- 
isfactory. Recently, three carloads 
left Edmonton for the old country, 
and other shipments have been made 
from Calgary. The increasing popu- 
larity of the Alberta product on the 
British market was demonstrated by 
Hon. Geo. Hoadley, who on his re- 
turn from Britain, brought back with 
him offers to handle large quantities 
of Alberta butter, provided the supply 
could be made continuous throughout 
the year. This is a problem which is 
being taken under consideration.

Live Poultry for U.s. Market. 

A carload of live poultry, the first 
to be shipped from Alberta to the 
United States market, left Viking last 
week for New York. The shipment 
arranged for by a buyer from the Un- 
ited States, is in the nature of an ex- 
periment. It included some 3,450 birds 
from the districts of Camrose, Ryley 
and Viking. 


Canadian Repatriated 

A total of 13,473 Canadians, most of 
them native born, have been repatri- 
ated from the United States during 
the months of April, May and June, ac- 
cording to figures announced by the 
Department of Immigration at  Ot- 
tawa. Total immigration to Canada 
for the above three months was 53,- 
245, an increase of 12,292 over the 


same period of last year. |

_ Vernon, B.C., July 30. — Like the 
grain crops on the prairie, the fruit 
would be the better for rain, particu. 
ilarly so in view of the excessive heat 
of the past week. The prospects fore- 
tell a 75 per cent apple crop as com- 
pared with last year. But with time 
ahead for development there would 
be much‘{mprovement in the fruit if 
the rains came. The hot dry July 
lowered the water in the reservoirs 
in the irrigated districts, However, 
it is stated there will be a one hun- 
dred per cent crop of the 
McIntosh Reds, so it will be safe to 
wait for them coming on the market.

than last year, Consequently, there 
may be a limited market for Cana- 
dian apples across the line this sea- 
son, especially for the Delicious var- 
iety, which is always in demand in 
New York and Chicago as on the 
prairies.

Ex- 
perience and application to business 
has tanght them how to pack and 
ship fruit so that it will reach the con- 
sumer in prime condition, They will 
supplement that with announcements 
in the advertising columns of the 
daily and weekly newspapers to let 
the public know when and where the 
exhibits are to be seen. Most of this 
advertising will be, done by the As- 
sociated Growers of B.C. Limited, and 
‘consequently their name and brand 
on a box will be as a guarantee be- 
hind the advertisement. Basil Steu- 
art, the general manager, is a keen 
Scot, a man of integrity and few 
words. E. C, Chambers, of Penticton, 
is the president of the Associated 
Growers, and is an enterprising grow- 
er in the south of the Valley. 


Co-operatives and Independents 

The fruit growers are being educat- 
ed up to the idea of cooperative mar- 
keting, which has special advantages 
with regard to packing and selling. 
Most of the growers in the Okanagan 
Valley are of British stock and any- 
one who has tried to line them up to 
a new scheme or system soon learns 
it is no light task. There must be fair 
dealing as well as executive capacity 
or the native independence and love 
of freedom will assert itself. There 
are a few Orientals in the valley, but 
they are giving their attention to veg- 
etables and small fruits, in which they 
excel. As occasion offers they seck 
to purchase land, but are not encour- 
aged, even in instances where it may 
be profitable to the landowner. 

The Associated Growers were at a 
disadvantage last season in having to 
finance buildings in addition to op- 
erating expenses. The Banks treated 
them well and by making sacrifices 
during the season the growers are now 
in a position where it will be possible 
to make advances and partial pay- 
ments as advisable. 

The independents include some 
enterprising growers and men_ of 
business capacity, both in the Okan- 
agan and the Kootenay. But it will 
be admitted they are assisted by the 
big umbrella, with its enterprise and 
energy in advertising and opening up 
new markets, 

American Markets and Competition 

The competition to which B.C. grow- 
ers ave exposed is decidedly keen and 
can only be met if the Canadian con- 
sumers give the preference to Cana- 
dian fruit, especially those on the 
prairies for B.C. fruit. The import 
duty on Canadian apples going into 
the U.S., is 25 cents a box. The Cana- 
dian import duty is 30 cents, but that 
is entirely offset this year by the dif- 
ference in freight in favor of Ontario 
points. 

Last year the four northwestern 
states shipped out 96,116 cars of 
trult and vegetables, as compared te 
about 9,500 from this valley. With 
such volume in competition it is im 
perative that Canadian consumers 
give the preference to Canadian pro- 
ducts.

CANADA'S MUSK-OX 


Half a century ago large herds of 
musk-ox roamed in Canada’s northern 
territories and even as late as twenty 
five years ago good sized herds were 
to be found in many localities in the 
Barren Lands’ which extend from 
Great Slave Lake to Hudson Bay and 
from timber-line to the Arctic Ocean. 

In the last few years, notwithstand- 
ing the protective measures adopted, 
these animals kave become much re- 
duced in number and in several lo- 
calities where they were formerly 
found they have disappeared alto-

ORIGIN OF THE NAME 
“YELLOWHEAD PASS” 


In the eighteenth report of the Geo- 
graphic board of Canada which is now 
in the press, in addition to the decis- 
ions of the board since its commence- 
ments, there is given in brief form the 
origin of the names ruled upon where 
this is known. In many cases more 
detailed information is in the records 
of the board and can be supplied to 
persons interested in the meaning of 
any particular name. ; 

One of the most interesting place- 
names is Yellowhead Pass, one of the 
most famous of all Rocky Mountain 
passes, : 

The pass takes its name from a spot 
at its western enlrance, where the 
Robson viver coming svuih from 
Mount Robson joins the Fraser. Here 
was Tete Jaune Cache, or in English 
Yellowhead cache. From being ap- 
plied to the cache, the name spread 
j to the pass, the earliest name of 
! which was the Leather pass, so called 
j because supplies of dressed moose 
and cariboo skins for mocassins, 
{ropes, ete, were taken west by the 
|fur traders through this gateway to 
New Caladonia, where leather was 
scarce. 

Tete Jaune Cache was known by 
this name in 1827, but the first clue to 
the meaning of the name is in “The 
Northwest Passage by Land,” a book 
published in- 1865, describing the ad- 
venturous journey of two English uni 
versity students (Milton and Cheadle) 
across Canada to the Pacific via the 
Yellowhead pass. The author of the 
book states that Tete Jaune Cache 
was so called from “being the spot 
chosen by an Iroquois trapper, known 
by the sobriquet of the Tete Jaune 
or Yellowhead, to hide the furs he 
obtained on the western side.” 

The only other printed reference to 
the origin of the name is in a letter 
to the Montreal tjazette in 1874 from 
Malcolm McLeod, woese father, John 
McLeod, was a figure of seme note in 
the fur trade in the third decade of 
the nineteenth century. His diaries, 
letters and papers were in the posses- 
sion of the son. McLeod states that 
Tete Jaune Cache commemorates a 
French Canadian named Decoigne who 
cached his furs here. The statement 
ment reads as follows: “Tete Jaune 
was so called from the color of his 
hair—not infrequent amongst French 
Canadians of Breton and Norman 
French origin—of an_ enterprising 
French trapper, of the name of De- 
coigne, who used this singularly ap- 
propriate locality—an immense hol- 
low, but comparatively level, of some 
70 square miles in area, amongst the 
mountains here—for his ‘cache’ or 
entrepot in his line of work.” 

There is one person named Decoigne 
in fur trade annals. This is Francois 
Decoigne whom John McDonald (one 
of the early fur traders, called to dis- 
tinguish him from others of the name 
“John McDonald of Garth’) in his 
autobiography styles “a young Cana- 
dian gentleman from Berthier. M. 
Decoigne, a clever young man.” He 
was employed in the fur trade in 1795 
and we find him as a clerk in the 
Northwest Company at Fort George 
on the North Saskatchewan river on 
September 18, 1798, and in the same 
region in 1799. In 1804 he was in the 
Athabasca department. In May, 1814 
he was in charge of Jasper House, 
Brule Lake, when Franchere, the first 
man to describe in a book the Jasper 
Fark region, came east from the Pa- 


cific coast.

striven to give the musk-ox such pro- 
tection that they might remain a per- 
ment asset of the country. 

The musk-ox {is far more than an 
interesting zoological specimen, It is 
an animal ‘that possesses qualities 
which may make it of great social 
and economic value to the Dominion. 
The government of Canada has to 
think not only of its wild animals but 
primarily of the thousands of abori- 
gines who roam over the northland 
and who must be protected both from 
losses due to advancing settlement. 
and from the results of their own ig- 
norance and imprudence. 

In 1917 the Northwest Game Act 
was passed and by one of its clauses 
no persons except Indians, Eskimos 
and half‘ breeds were allowed to kill 
musk-ox, and killing by these people 
was permitted only when they were 
in actual need of food. No person 
was permitted to trade in the pelt or 
any other part of the musk-ox. In 
1919 there was appointed the royal 
commission on the reindeer and musk- 
ox to investigate the possibilities of 
establishing reindeer and musk-ox 
industries in the Arctic and sub-Are- 
tic regins. The commission gathered 
much valuable information on the sub 
ject, later reporting on the situation 
and making a number of recommenda- 
tions, some of which have been em- 
bodied in subsequent regulations. 

The Commissioner of the Northwest 
Territories, as empowered by the 192% 
amendments to the Northwest Game 
Act, issued a regulation prohibiting 
the use of dogs in hunting and taking 
of game animals in the Northwest 
Territories. The significance of this 
regulation will be the more readily 
seen by those conversant with the 
babits of the musk-ox. It is a primal 
instinct of musk-ox to flee from man 
but to- stand ant form a circle when 
attacked by wolves or dogs. . Native 
hunters have taken advantage of this 
fact to send on their dogs first, and 
since they have acquired modern fire- 
arms, which are effective at a very 
much greater range than their old 
bows and arrows, they have been able 
to kill the musk-ox in much greater 
numbers. 


Reports of the continued wanton 
and unnecessary slaughter of the 
musk-ox by natives, which rumors 


were corroborated by missionaries 
and other responsible persons, neces- 
sitated the passing of an order-in-coun- 
cil in April, 1924, prohibiting any 
person whatsoever from hunting or 
killing musk-ox at any season of the 
year. The order also prohibits any 
person from trafficking in these ani- 
mals.
